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THE ATTEMPTED TUAIN UOB- 


BEBY. 


Description of the Attack by Wells, 


*'nrtro>'s Express Messenger. 


OODBN, U. T., January 23.—The 


boldest attempt to rob a railroad train 
in the West, which met with no suc- 
cess, was made at Montello Station, on 
the Central Pacific, yesterday morning. 
Atrcm Eoss, the hero of the attack, has 
been in the employ of Wells, Fargo & 
Co. since 1867, and this is the third un- 
successful attempt -which has been made 
to rob the express matter while under 
bis charge. .Eleven years ago, while 
guarding the treasure coach on th« 
Montana 
line of 
stages, 
he was 


"jumped" by a gang of road-agents, 
bat shooting several, he got away from 
th» rest of the crowd. This last attempt 
has seldom been equaled anywhere for 
the boldness and persistency of the rob- 
bers and stubbornness of the defense. 
When interviewed this , morning Boss 
said: "We left Toano on time, and I 
checked the way-bills received at that 
station, lay down, and went to sleep. 
The neit thing whioh I was aware of 
was a rap on the car door, as if an agent 
bad called, and supposing the train was 
at Tecomn, I got up and went to the 
<l»or, opened it and looked out, when a 
man pointed a gun at me and said: 
'Hop out—we are going through you." 
I jumped back, pulled the door to and 
booked it. They then went over to the 
opposite side of the oar, and said, 
'Open up the door and jump out. Ws 
are going to rob the train.' I replied, 
•Just wait until I get my boots on.' 
4N«Ter mind your boots. Hop right out 
here and we will get through with you, 
and then you can get your boots on.' 
After pulling my boots on I drew my 
kit chest around, and threw my blank*ts 
on top of it. 
Again the men said, 


'Open up or we will burn you out and 
murder you.' I then got in position, 
and shot through the sids of the car. 
Nothing was said or done for a few 
minutes, until one of the robbers asked, 
'Ain't j ou going to ep«n up the door 
and come out?' I told them I was not 
coming out. Then I beard them walk 
under and around the car, and another 
demand was made for me 10 bop out. 
I made no reply to that. They then 
stationed one man at each corner of the 
car, between me and the baggaga oar, 
and five shots were fired simultaneously 
from different 
quarters, all ranging 


toward the center of the car. These 
were the shots that struck me—one on 
the finger, one on the hip, and one just 
below the breast, near 
the watch 


pocket. They then got up on the eud 
of the car to uncouple the train. There- 
upon I fired two shots through the end 
of the car. 


, THE WEST-BOUND EXPRESS. 


"At this time they heard No. 2, the 


west-bound express train, coming. They 
backed our train up and went on the 
side track and sent two men down to 
meet No. 2. When it came up I heard 
Conductor Clament ask C'assiu, 'What 
are you doing here? I want to speak 
to you.' 
The robbers aimed their guns 


at Clement's head and told him to pull 
out, and he pulled out. Th» robbers 
then returned to the train, and 0119 of 
them tried to get on the front end of the 
car and uoon the roof. I fired in that 
direction as near as I cou'd calculate 
where he was, and he dropped down on 
the platform. Then all wa* quiet for a 
few minutes. They went down to the 
water tank, got the engineer and brake- 


man, 
brought them back and uade the 


brakemau uncouple my car from the 
baggage car. I thought I would save 
my ammunition, so did not fire. They 
dropped the express car down about two 
car lengths from the tnuu, uncoupled 
the mail car from the express and drew 
it away about two lengths, then came 
back again and askod me if I wasn't 
coming out. I made no reply, where- 
upon they commenced breaking in both 
doors wrth coal picks, besides iiiing 
several shots into the cur. I never 
moved or said a word, but kept waiting 
for them to come in. Presently they 
gave up the attempt to get in by the 
use of the coal picks, and left and went 
down to the cugine. 


ATTEMPTS TO DEE1K OPKN THE CA.B. 
"They ordered the engineer to back 


clown on the express car as hard as h« 
could. When the mail oar struck the 
express car, both doors of the latter 
sprung opeu the length of the chain. 
That left me unprotected in my rear, 
and I got up and went to the other end 
of the car to pile up some boxes, but, 
thinking it would take too much time, I 
closed the doors instead, and hooked 
them. They then backed down <in me 
again, and again the doors flew opeu. I 
immediately closed them. They now 
left iny car and went down to get some 
wood from the engine. The firemen 
told them that there was no wood, or 
only two or three sticks. They then 
went to the section house, and'oii com- 
ing back tot the third time said, 'Ain'c 


you going to hop out? They then 
backed down on my cat' again, but it 
was not a yery heavy bump, as the en- 
gine did not kava much steam. "They 
then asked Cassin how long it would be 
before another train would arriye. He 
told them that another train from the 
East would be in in thirty minutes. 
Then they .left us and rod* off. The 
gang numbered seyen, and they bad 
nine horses. The number of passen- 
gers on board in the sleeping cars and 
coaches was yery small, and the Money 
in the exprsss car amounted to but 
about $600." 


THE OKAND JURY REPOKT. 


In our local col urns will be found the 


report of tha Grand Jury. It is rather 
an interesting document, and contains 
many practical suggestions. There are, 
however, several erroneous conclusions 
and mistakes in figures. The Jury say 
that in the Treasurer's office tha cost 
last year over 1379 was $55 80. The 
truth is that the Treasurer's percentages 
came within $500 of paying his salary, 
and that the saving is over $1,500. The 
Jury also complain of the $75 per month 
for armory rent. 
With that the county 


has nothing to do. It simply advances 
it fer the State—the State pays every 
dollar of it. 
Tbe 
JOURNAL does not 


agree with the Jury that the Justice and 
Constable are averaging too much. Out 
of the $150 per mouth they must pay 
rent, fuel, gas, etc., which leaves them 
but reasonable compensation for a town 
like Beno. Otherwise wo believe the 
Jury's recommendations are just and 
proper, and should be carried out.

Statistics »n«l Suggestions Relative 


to Our County government. 


H. H. Beck, Foreman. 
Your commit- 


tee appointed to examine the county 
buildings report as follows: 
We examined Poor house, jail, Court 


House and out buildings. 
We find 


everything ia good order and condition 
with the following exceptions: 
The 


outside of the Poor house needs a coat 
of point, also the wood work on the out- 
side of the Court House together with 
the south half of the roof is sadly in 
want of one or two coats of paint. We 
would recommend to the County Com- 
missioners that they have the same 
done as soon as th« weather will permit. 
We also recommend that a barbed wire 
fence be constructed on each side of the 
west entrance to the Court House, to 
prevent persons from committing a 
nuisance at the end of the building, 
the county having gone to the expense 
of building clean and neat out houses 
for the use of parties having business in 
and around the Court House. 


In our examination we found the 


hinges to one of the double gates broken, 
and the gates standing open. We would 
suggest to the County Commissioners 
that they have the gates repaired, and 
hereafter see that it ?s kept closed and 
locked. With the above suggestions we 
beg leave to submit our report.

BECK, FOBEMAN:—Your 


committee on cost of county govern- 
ment and personal services required in 
each branch, beg leave to report that 
they have compiled the following sched- 
ule, marked Exhibit A, from a tabula- 
tion and classification of the bills al- 
lowed by the County Commissioners for 
the year 1882, except as to the salary of 
District Judge, which was fixed by law 
at $2,100. The total amount of Sched- 
ule A is $72,725 Cl; of which aggregate 
deduct the amount paid for redemption 
school bonds, $2,083 75, and for bridge 
bonds, $3,3i5 25—$fi,029—-leaves $66,- 
69G 61 as the current active expense of 
administering the county government of 
Washoe county for the year 1882. 


Referring to Schedule A, it appears 


thai the uiautj of Assessor cost $2,860 37. 
In the opinion of your committee the 
personal services required in that office 
can be well and faithfully performed by 
two men in 90 days, and that $5 par 
man per day is adequate compensation 
for such service; or, S)0 days by $10, 
$900 per annum. 


The Auditor and Bacorder's office cost 


$2,550 25. 
In the opinion of your 


committee this is au office that requires 
the constant personal services of the 
office during every business day of the 
year, uncl that $150 per month, or $1,800 
per annum is adequate compensation 
for that service. 


The District Attorney's office cost 


$1,923 25. Iii the opinion of yonrcom- 
mittee $125 per month, or $1,500 per 
annum is adequate compensation for the 
services performed in that office. 


Armory cost S75 per month, or per 


annum $900. 
As we understand this is 


for rent of drill room, und in opinion of 
your committee, ample accommodations 
can be had for $25 per month, or $300 
per annum. 


County Commissioners cast $1,800 


per annum. 
\Ve consider this a valu- 


able and important office in the econo- 
my of our county government, and that 
if the duties arc performed in au intelli- 
gent, discreet, economical, thrifty man- 
ner,an private citizens iu their individual 
capacity do business for themselves, the 
compensation is not too much. But if 
the duties are performed in s perfunc- 
tory manner, anything is too much. 


The Sheriff's office cost $6,973 49, 


Of this amount $4,500 were for salaries 
of Sheriff and deputy. In the opinion 
of your committee $lol) per mouth for 
Sheriff—per 
annum, $1,800—and for 


Deputy Sheriff $100 per month—$1,200 
—$3,000 per annum for salaries is ade- 
quate compensation for the personal 
services in this offico. 


The County Clerk's office cost $3,- 


792 20, of which $3,GOO was paid for 
salaries of Clurk and deputy. lu the 
opinion of your committee $125 per 
mouth, or $1,500 per annum is ade- 
quate compensation for all personal ser- 
vices required in this office. 
^ 


The Constable's office cost $1,898 77. 


This was principally, nearly wholly, for 
the services of Constable in Beno pre- 
cinct. This service is paid for under 
the fee system. We think that $100 
per month, or $1,200 per annum is ade- 
quate compensation for all personal 
services in this office. 
The fee bill 


should be reduced accordingly. 


Election expenses cost for judges and 


clerks, personal services and messen- 
gers carrying the retbrns, $1,178 18. 
In Beno precinct there was but one 
polling place, and canvassing the vote 
occupied the persons. employed three 
consecutive days. We recommend that 
in future elections that , three polling 
places be provided Beno precinct. In 
one precinct in Washoe county ten per- 
sons were registered and the coat of the 
election in the precinct was $103 50, or 
$10 85 per name registered; here six 
votes were cast, ox $18 08 per vote, It 


seems to your committee that some pro- 
visions of law should be made to reduce 
this expense. 
The largest expense 


seems to attach to tho messengers' ser- 
vices. Cannot these returns be made 
through the mails? 


Public roads have cost $6,712 67. 


We think entirely too much for the ser- 
vices and labor done. We respectfully 
call the attention of the County Com- 
missioners to the,administration of the 
road law. 


The Hospital expenses of the county, 


including burials, and examining in- 
sane, cost $4,025 43. In this service 
two physicians have been employed and 
paid $45 per month, per annum a regu- 
lar salary of $540 each, and additional 
allowance for examing insane persons. 
We think one physician can do the bus- 
iness and it is pertinent here to state 
that the State physicians of the Stats.of 
Oregon gets for his personal services in 
care of the insane of that State $500 per 
annum—the 
county 
physicians 
of 


Washoe county ought not to cost more 
than the State physicians of the State 
of Oregon. 
We think the county farm 


should be tilled by the pauper labor. 


In our tabulation of •'public printing 


a)l printing has been charged to the 
particular office that ordered and had it, 
except that which was not chargeable to 
any one office—this latter appears unde 
the head of printing in exhibit A. 


Grand Jurors cost $618, 10, Trial 


Jurors, $2,642 90; total, $3,261, We 
think this service can be materially cur- 
tailed without interfering with or inter- 
rupting or prejudicing the administra- 
tion of justice, 


The office of Justice of Peace cost 


$1,877 55. This service has been paid 
for under the fee system and we think 
it entirely V>o much. This extravagant 
cost of judicial proceedings places the 
administration of Justice au aristocratic 
institution. 
AVe think $100 per month 


—$1,200 per annum adequate conpensa- 
tion for the services in this office and 
recommend a reduction of the fee bill to 
that end. 


The Treasurer's office cost $2,157 21. 


The services required in this office are 
very little for nine months in the year 
aud we think $1,200 per annum ade- 
quate compensation for the services re- 
quired. 


In the exhibit we have made we do 


not complain of the officers in the re- 
spective offices. 
We think their duties 


have been well performed. The evils 
complained of lie in the law and we 
recommend thac the laws fixing the 
compensation of officers in Washoe 
county be so altered and amended as 
not to exceed the compensation herein 
before set out.

We have,at some trouble nud expense, 


made a comparison of the difference in 
cost to the people of tho county, 
between 
the 
fee 
system on 
one 


hand atid the salary system ou the 
other, and find that during the years 


1879 
and 1880, under the fee system, 


the Sheriff's office of our county cost 
litigants and taxpayers $17,539 25, or 
an average of $8,769 62. Same office 
under salary system, for the years 1881 
and 1882, cost $11,160, » saving for ine 
two years of $6,379 25. 


Clark's office for 1879 and 1880, under 


fee system, cost $10,077 35; under sal- 
ary system, 1881-82, $7,200 00; saving 
for two years, $9,777 35. 
' 


Becorder and Auditor cost for ^1879, 


under fees~ $3,033 15; cost for 1882, 
under salary, $2,400 00; saving in one 
year, $633 15. 


Treasurer's office, under laws govern- 


ing percentages and salary of Treasurer, 
for the year 1879, cost $1,944 20; same 
office in 1882, $2,000 00; increase in 
cost last year over that of 1879, $55 80. 


The several officers collected,and paid 


over to the County Treasurer for the 
year 1882, as follows: Sheriff fees, civil 
oases, $1,429 74; Sheriff, percentage on 
Ca. licenses, $588 49; total, $2,018 23. 
County Clerk fees, $3,497 95; Becordei 
and Auditor, fees, $2,885 83; Treasur- 
er, percentage collected from State, 
$1,126 55. 


Touching the fee bill the following 


resolution was adopted: 


Resolved, As the sense of this Jury, 


that tho fee bill should be amended so 
as to reduce fees at least (30) thirty per 
cent. 


Carried unanimously. As the sense of 


this Jury, 


Besolved, That the expense of the 


Sheriff's office, including Jailor, is too 
great; that the principal and his deputy 
can during a large part of the year, con- 
duct all the business connected with the 
office, including that of Jailor, aud that 
the Commissioners make allowances 
accordingly. 


Carried unanimously. 
In conclusion, we feel it our duty to 


impress upon the minds of the County 
Commissioners that to a very large ex- 
tent the welfare of our county govern- 
ment rests in their keeping. The Board 
of County Commissioners should man- 
age and lead the business affairs of the 
county, and not as has heretofore too 
often been the case, allow public affairs 
to manage them. They should antici- 
pate the business to come before them, 
aud be prepared to meet it in a business 
manner, and not vrait until matters of 
expense have culminated in heavy bills 
brought to them for allowance.
